The fighting is proceeding under 
conditions of “extraordinary hard- 
ship and difficulty,” the bulletin 
added.

SIZE NOT KNOWN

LONDON, Sept. 10.—(CP)— 
R.A.F. Whirlwinds, Britain’s new- 
est fighter-bombers, sank two 
armed trawlers off Cap De La 
Hague, near Cherbourg, yester- 
day when they made their first 
foray, 

Escorted by Spitfires, the 
Whirlwinds swooped to attack 
four trawlers attempting to sneak 
from De La Hague to the island 
of Alderney. 

Bursts of cannon fire set two 
of the ships afire and bombs fin- 
ished them. The Whirlwinds have 
been modified to carry two 
bombs, 

The Whirlwind was built as a 
Single-seated, twin-engined 
fighter with a speed of more than 
400 miles an hour, Its long range 
for a fighter and heavy armament 
four cannon in the nose—made 
it suitable for the switch.

VICHY, ‘Bept, 10—(AP)— 
British forces opened a gen- 
eral offensive against the 
west coast of Madagascar at 
dawn today, attacking the 
ports of Majunga, Ambanja 
aid Morondaya with planes 
and 18 warships, it was re- 
ported tonight. 

Concentrated shelling ushered 
in the offensive, a renewal of 
hostilities on the big French is- 
land in the western Indian Ocean 
which lightened after British 
forces captured the big nava! base 
of Diego Suarez at the northern 
tip of the island May 8. 


The 18 warships poured salvo 
after salvo of shells into Majunga 
harbor, 320 miles southwest of 
Diego Suarez, while planes bombed 
and strafed French troop concen- 
trations as far inland as 100 miles, 
PREPARE LANDING 

The shelling continued tonight

| Drastic curtailment of use of cop- 
} per or other non-ferrous metals 
for the extension of public util- 
| ity services was announced last 
night by Munitions Minister 
| 


| Howe. Object of the curtailment 

is to conserve raw materials 
| needed for munitions. 
| The conservation move was em- 
bodied in a new order, issued by 
metals controller George Bateman. 
Provisions of the order, as outlined 
in a Statement from the munitions 
and supply department are as fol 
lows: 

1—It prohibits any new installa- 
tion of electric, gas. water, or tele- 
phone service in summer cottages 
and other seasonal residences. 


PROHIBITS SIGNS 


| 2—It prohibits new installations 
of electric advertising or display 
signs. 

S3—It prohibits new lighting for 
city streets and highways, 

4—lIt rules out &ll public utility 
service extensions to refreshment 
booths, seasonal places of business, 
carnivals, lawn socials, sports 
grounds or arenas, and other civi- 
lian place of entertainment. 

§—It prohibits, except by per- 
mit, any new street railway lines 
or extensions to existing lines. 

@—It prevents any home owner, 
whose dwelling is more than 250 
feet from water and gas mains or 
power and telephone lines, from 
| obtaining eletcricity, gas, or other 
, public service or connection with- 
| out a permit. 


| PERMITS REQUIRED : 

In general, the order provides 
| that no public utility, furnishing 
| electrical, telephone, telegraph, 


| electric railway, street car, water, 
sewage, gas, or steam service, shali 
put into use any non-ferrous metal 
| without a permit from Metals Con- 
troller Bateman. 


Metals necessary for mainten-

Alberta Cities 
Oppose Uniform 
Charter Scheme 


CALGARY, Sept. 10.—(CP)-+- 
Strong objection to a uniforr: city 
charter for the seven Ajberta 
cities was voiced yesterday by 
civic officials attending the con- 
ference to discuss the proposal 
advanced in the provincial legis- 
lature, last session. 

The meeting was called by Hon,

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Wheat for Russia 


The sale of 9,000,000 bushels of Cana- 
dian wheat—or an equivalent amount of 
flour—to Russia is a “token” transaction. 
The agreement covers wheat that has 
been already delivered and some in posi- 
tion for quick delivery. The amount was 
apparently fixed for this purpose. It does 
not imply or suggest that this is to be the 
limit of our export to that country. Can- 
ada is able, and will be more than willing, 
to supply forty times the amount if Rus- 
sia needs the wheat and if ships can be 
found to carry it. 

As to getting paid for the wheat, that 
js a minor matter in the present circum- 
stances. It will have to be sold—and no 
other terms should be thought of—on the 
lease-lend basis. Russia deserves unlim- 
ited credit for wheat or any other war 
necessity. It is fighting our battie in | 
fighting its own. The accounts can be set- 
tled when and how post-war conditions 
may make possible. The only present con- 
sideration is that Russia must not be 
weakened by lack of anything Canada can 


supply.

The “Canadian” Label 


Canada’s air force oversea has grown 
to such proportions that a Canadian 
bomber group of from ten to twenty 
squadrons of machines will be organized, 
with a fighter group of forty squadrons 
to follow. 

The object, explained by Air Minister 
Power, is that Canadian airmen may get 
proper recognition for their achievements 
—as Canadian soldiers got in the former 
great war because they fought as such 
and not simply as units in the Allied army. 

Assurance is given that forming the 
distinctive Canadian group does not in- 
volve a division of authority in air opera- 
tions, which might result in lack of co- 
operation. On the contrary, the Canadian 
group will play in with the R.A.}", as the 
U.S. air force in Britain is now doing. 

This development has the full approval 
and support of the British authorities, 
and the necessary arrangements have 
been made. There is no intention to 
create a separate Canadian establishment 
operating on its own in matters of 
Strategy, nor is it the idea that Canadian 
airmen will serve only in this group. 

Vith this distinctive force in action, 
we at home will hear more and more 
often of the part our flying men are play- 
ing. This will be simple justice to the air- 
men and to their rélatives and friends, It 
will help also to stimulate general interest 
in the air force and so swell the ranks of 
young men applying for the privilege of 
serving in such distinguished company,

Things Going Better 


The key-note of Prime Minister Chur- 
chill’s war review on Tuesday was confi- 
dence—confidence that Russia cannot be 
overwhelmed by the Nazis, and that 
Egypt can be successfully defended. He 
confirmed the statement of President 
Roosevelt on Monday that offensive ac- 
tion is the end to which Allied war policy 
is aimed. Russia would be given support 
as quickly as possible; the army of the 
Nile had been rebuilt and the forces 
throughout the Near East are being fur- 
ther strengthened. “The tendencies of 
the war have continued to move in our 
favor.” 

What Mr, Churchill had to say about 
the Dieppe assault is of particular interest 
to Canadians, since Canadian troops made 
up the greater part of the attacking force. 
He had sanctioned the test invasion as be- 
ing “an indispensable preliminary to full 
scale operations.” He gave no explana- 
tion beyond citing the informational value 
of the affair, but made the heartening 
comment that the attackers probably in- 
flicted as many casualties on the enemy as 
they suffered—in itself a high tribute to 
the training, equipment and skill of the 
invading force. 

That the review of the situation was 
satisfactory to the Commoners was shown 
by the collapse of what had been sched- 
uled as a two-day debate. The members 
apparently were convinced that little fault 
is to be found with the direction of the 
war, since they refrained from the lengthy 
critical discussion that had been ex- 
pected.

These leaders of the countries which are 
bearing just now the fearful brunt of the 
Axis attacks know what the plans are, 
what preparations must be made before 
they can be set in motion, and when these 
preparations may be expected to be com- 
pleted. 

The heroic resistance which the Rus- 
Sians are making against the Nazi on- 
slaught, and the spirited aggression which 
the Chinese are displaying in the recovery 
of lost territory, are not “last ditch” bat- 
tles fought by armies which struggle on 
in hope that help will come some time and 
from some quarter, These operations are 
directed by men who know and _ have 
known where and when their Allies will 
strike, and strike with decisive force. 

We are going to win this war, not by 
haphazard ventures and impulsive thrusts 
in this or that arena, but by the carrying 
through of “decisions” already made and 
plans already matured and for which the 
weapons are now being forged.

If you study this policy apart 


from its factual and historical con- 
text, there is not much wrong with 
it. St is desirable to give pride, 
audacity and determination § to 
youth--always providing that youth 
proposes to use these things in a 
rational, progressive and demo- 
cratic way. 

But it is dangerous to give youth 
the kind of pride that makes him

Perverting Words 


Perhaps the prize section of the 
manifesto is that which quotes Mr 
Chaloult’s use of words attributed 
to the late Lorde Tweedsmuir. 

The former governor-general is 
supposed to have said that “the 
first duty of a loyal Canadian is 
loyalty to Canada and its King.” 

I do not doubt that Lord Tweeds- 
muir said such a thing. But how 
Messrs. Chaloult, Raymond et al 
can pervert this sentence to justify 
sectionalism and isolationism and 
anti-imperialism is utterly beyond 
me.

{surd argument that Canada can 
|only be defended on Canadian soil, 

The trick of defence, as every 
military expert knows, is to en- 
gage the enemy wherever he is to 
|be found and to destroy his capa- 
| city for doing harm before he 
reaches you. 

In other words, the battles to de- 
stroy Hitler should be kept as far 
as possible from Canadian soil. 

And yet, by some weird perver- 
sion of mentality, our isolationist 
friends pretend to think that we 
should wait until the Axis invades 


Canada and spreads death and 
desolation on the Canadian coun- 
tryside. 


It is the same kind of thinking 
that would shut Canada off from 
the world in all relationships — 
and shut Quebec off from the rest 
of Canada.

Britain’s War 
Costs Increase, 
Says Chancellor 


LONDON, Sept. 10. — (CP) — 
Moving for a vote of credit of 
£1,000,000,000 ($4,450,000,000), Sir 
Kingsley Wood, chancellor of the 
exchequer, said yesterday that 
Britain’s war expenditure in re- 
cent weeks has averaged £12,250,- 
000 a day and has increased by 


£500,000 a day since June. 

Sir Kingsley told the house of 
commons ‘he motion for a new 
credit would bring the total of 
such notes to £11,050,000,000 since 
the beginning of the war. 

He said the government's expen- 
itures on goods and services prob- 
ably would absorb 54 per cent of 
Britain’s national resources this 
year compared with 44 per cent in 
1940. 

“Three years of war have cost 
us £10,000,000,000 and, including 
the cost of the debt and our nor- 
mal peacetime services, our total 
expenditure has been £12,100,000,- 
000,” the chancellor, said. 

“Of that last huge total we have 
met 40 per cent out of taxation.” 

Sir Kingsley said 1342 taxation 
probably would take about 40 per 
cent of the national income com- 
pared with 33 per cent in 1940,

| 14 and continue through Sept. 19, 
| it was announced Thursday by | 
William Carnill, manager of the 
Edmonton office of the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Commission. 
; On these ‘days, all women born: 
| between the years ‘1918 and 1922 
{inclusive are required to register 
with the Unemployment Insurance 
Commission, Exceptions are those | 
who are inmates of institutions and | 
those already in possession of un- 
employment insurance cards 411 or | 
413. The possession of one of these 
cards indicates that the holder al- | 
ready has been registered with the | 
Commission by her employer. 

There will be only limited ac- 
commodation at the main offices 
here, therefore, women are urged 
to go to other registration points | 
throughout the city. These locations 
will be announced later. 

SPECIAL OFFICES 

The special offices will be open | 
from 9:00 a.m. until 6:00 p.m., Mon- 
day through Friday, and a staff of | 
women has been engaged for this 
work 

No restrictions are placed upon 
the days,that certain women should 
appear, but the following schedule 
is suggested for efficiency: 

Monday—those whose surnames 
commence with the letters A to E; 
Tuesday—F to J; Wednesday—K to 
M: Thursday, N to R; Friday—S to 
Z. 

The registrars on Saturday will 
take care of any who, for unavoid- 
able reasons could not register 
previously. 

Those residing outside the city 
should go to the nearest post of-| 
fice 
| TAKE INVENTORY 
Registrars will not be in a posi- 
| tion to discuss matters of imme- 
dite employment; their task is to

This summer, for the first time, 
they are encountering a group of 
enemies who have pooied their 
resources, agreed upon their stra- 
tegy and decided to consider all 
fighting fronts as part of a single 
pattern of war, 

That is why Hitler can no longer 
afford to go after one objective at 
a time with everything he pos- 
sesses, confident in the knowledge 
that his enemies cannot take action 
on their own initiative to undo in 
another theatre what he has been 
at pains to accomplish in the first. 

Yet it is now clear that the mass- 
ing of Allied air strength in the 
Middle East while Hitler was 
storming the North Caucasus, and 
the steady development of the Al- 
lied air offensive in the West may 
completely upset his plans. The 
Russians themselves have not be- 
haved as might be expected 
them, They have been standing 
doggedly with bleeding heads ac- 
cepting the shattering blows direct- 
ed at them in the south, but hus- 
banding their offensive strength 
for use in the north. 

AMERICANS WELL LED 


The Anglo-American combination 
may not be ready lo strike in the 
West as yet, but it has been able 
to assume a sufficiently threaten- 
ing attitude to leave the matter 
very much in doubt, and thus dis- 
turb) German equanimity.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 10 
(AP)—A camouflaged streak 
of lightning flashed down 
from the east, whipped across 
the Los Angeles airport at 40 
feet or less, then zoomed up 
into the haze to the west yes- 
terday.
